OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 


An Ottawa despatch to the Free 
Press states that the opening of par- 
liament on Thursday was attended 
with the usual impesing pomp. In 
the speech from the throne many sub-

DECISION ON ELECTION 
CASES. 


Ottawa despatches of the 24th give 
the following decisions of the Supreme 
court of Canada, in regard to election 
cases lately tried by them: “In the 
supreme court this morning the decis- 


| ions were handed down on the election 


appeals of Winnipeg, Macdonald and 
other constituencies, standing since 
February. There were only three 
judges on the bench, being the chief 
justice, with King and Sedgewick. 


In the Winnipeg and Macdonald 


| cases judgement was identical, and the 


appeals were dismissed. 

Mr. Davin, M. P., was present in 
the court room to hear his fate in West 
Assiniboia, and leaned forward as the 
chief justice pronounced his appeal 
| quashed. The Marquette appeal was 
also quashed. 


In the Lunenburg and Beauharnois 
cases the appeals were dismissed. 

The chief justice dealt at some 
length on the West Prince case which 
was appealed on merits. The question 
was one of treating by agents in a barn. 
It was done secretly and had plainly 
shown that the candidate had not taken 
all the. means at his disposal to put 
down corrupt canvassing. Under these 
cireumstances the court could do noth- 
ing more than affirm the decision of the 
lower court, dismissing the appeal. 

By the above decisions Hugh John 
| Macdonald, Boyd and Hackett, of 
West Prince are unseated and will not 
| have the right to appeal in parliament. 
| Dr. Roche is confirmed in his seat for 
| Marquette and in the instances of Ber- 
geron, Kaulbach and Davin, these 
three members will have to appear for 
trial but will retain their seats this 
session. In all the seven ‘cases the 
court was unanimous.

THE CUBAN SITUATION, 


A report from Havana to the Win- |’ 


nipeg Free Press gives a summary of 
the situation in Cuba, as follows: A 
crisis must come soon. The tension 
here is intolerable. The rainy season 
is fast approaching and #t seems hardly 
possible Spain can stand the strain of 
waiting until it passes before striking a 
decisive blow. General Weyler was 
repeatedly urged by the Spanish gov- 
ernment to end the war by whipping 
Gomez, or if that’ be impossible, by 
coaxing him to the capital. Gomez 
will not fight in the open and will not 
talk of compromise. All negotiations 
looking to a conclusion of the war have 
utterly failed. The insurgents stand 
desporately by the ultimatum “freedom 
or death.” General Weylef has taken 
the field repeatedly of late to adminis- 
ter a coup de grace, but every time he 
returns humiliated and nettled at not 
being able to accomplish anything 
promoting the success of the Spanish 
arms. Just now he is en his way to 
the division line between Santa Clara 
and Puerto Principle, where ke hopes to 
cripple Gomez. The insurgents are 
well informed of it. Before he had 
fairly started, news had reached Hav- 
ana, and there was a general eastward 
movement of the insurgent bands for 
the purpose of reinforcing Gcmez in 
the neighborhood of Sanct Spiritus be- 
fore Gen. Weyler could march inland 
from Caibarion. How many times 
Weyler can report failures in his at- 
tempts to corner the insurgent chieftain 
and yet retain the confidence of his 
government, is the question now agitat- 
ing Havana. lt would not surprise his 
friends in Cuba if the blow Spain 
strikes within the next fortnight would 
'be the blow that would almost kill 
Weyler.

If the pros- 
pected railway is completed the value 
of this land would certainly advance to 
something enormous as it is directly 
on the river and a line of steamers of 
100 tons burden pass it every day, as 
they ply between Fort Steele and 
Jennings, Montana.

ADDRESS TO THE QUEEN. 


At a session of the Manitoba legis- 
lature, held on Friday, it was decided 
to “draft and report an address of 
congratulation to Her Most: Gracious 
Majesty, the Queen, on attaining the 
sixtieth anniversary of her accession to 
the throne.” Mr. Greenway in mak- 
ing the motion, which was carried 
with enthusiasm, said: ‘In making 
such a motion it would not be amiss 
to say a few words on that portion of 
the British empire of which we forma 
part. We should remember that the 
Roman empire was only one quarter 
as great as that of the British empire 
of today. A fifth part of the habit- 
able globe belongs to that empire to 
which we are proud to belong, and in 
which dwell 220,000,000 of people. 
During the reign of Her Majesty, the 
population of the empire has increased 
wonderfully. When Her Majesty as- 
cended the throne the population of 
the British Isles was 25,000,060, and 
to-day it is in round numbers 39,000,- 
000. In 1837 the population of 
Canada was but 1,397,000, while to- 
day it is over 5,000,000, 

In the United Kingdom alone there 
are 21,000 miles of railway paying 
dividends of four per cent. This pro- 
gress is also noticeable in the army 
and navy. ~ Statistics show that crime 
has diminished 70 per cent. with the 
advance of education. 

In 1837 there were published 800,- 
000, daily and weekly newspapers, 
while to-day there are 22,000,000. It 
was during this reign that the postage 
facilities, which we now enjoy were 
perfected. The navigation of the seas 
has been rendered much less arduous 
than previously. It-was also early in 
Her Majesty’s reign that the first 
steamship crossed the Atlantic. 

We find in this vast empire a popu- 
lation of 382,612,428 souls, among 
whom a bond of sympathy exists, 
which was shown lately in a most sub- 
stantial manner during the Indian 
famine.

It is presumed the infractions of the 
agreement referred to, consist in the 
reported understanding with Germany 
and the recent defensive alliance 
entered into between the Transvaal 
and the Orange Free State, Great 
Britain claiming the right under the 
terms of the convention to control the 
“foreign relations” of the South Afri- 
can republics.
